causing an estimated death toll cf 
477. At least 185 perso na were In­ 
jured. Of the dead 355

awaiting identification. 
A p rankster’* "joke" was 
be­ 
lieved to have been the 
cause of 
the tragedy . As official inv estiga­ 
tions got under w'ay, 
a 16-y ear-old 
bus boy, S ta nly F. Tomaszewski, 
told the p olice he inadvertently 
Marted the catastrop he by holding 
a lighted 
match 
too 
near 
an 
artificial p alm tree, while rep lac­ 
ing an electric light bulb in the 
ceiling of the night club. The bulb 
bad been remo v ed es a gag by one 
of the merry -maker.*. 
It was the worst Yfte disaster 
in America 
since 
the 
Iroquois 
Theatre fire in Chicago In 
1 902 
which cost 602 lives. 
Hy sterical Panic 
Young girls who came to the 
softly -lighted 
Cocoanut 
Grove 
n.ght sp ot in evening clothes died 
clasp ed in the arms of their male 
escorts as the burst of flames 
quickly 
consumed 
the 
tinseled 
trap p ings. 
Wild, hy sterical 
p anic 
broke 
out. Yet many of the p atrons act­ 
ed gallantly and heroically in the 
terrible emergency . 
Many of the victims may never 
be identified. 
Young Tomaszewski 
was 
ner­ 
vous as he told the p olice how the 
fire started. The p olice quoted him 
as say ing: 
“I was in the Melody Lounge in 
the basement when one of the p a­ 
trons removed an 
electric 
light 
bulb from the ceiling as a joke. 
A waiter told me to rep lace the 
bulb. The room was too dark. 
.Match Starts Fire 
“I got a chair and stood on it, 
lighting a match so I could see 
what I was doing. While I screw­ 
ed the bulb into the socket with 
one hand, I held the match too 
near one of the p hony p alm trees. 
Suddenly one of the p alm trees 
burst into flames. I 
was 
badly 
frightened. I drop p ed 
from 
the 
chair and ran." 
Panic, rather than the direct ef­ 
fect of the fire, caused the lo ss of 
most lives in the fire, according 
to the inquest testimony 
o f fiv e 
high ranking officers of the Bost­ 
on fire dep artment. 
The blocking of the few exits 
by struggling, p anic-stricken men 
and women, contributed heavily to 
the large death toll. Dep uty Fire 
Chief John McDonough revealed 
that a small door that zp ight have 
been used as an exit from the club 
was found locked.

Shortage of Medical 
Manpower Due to W ar 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


A LOOMING shortage in m an­ 
power for the w ar effort has come 
to my attention within the last 
week. In 1940 when the d ra ft law 
was pa.-sed, we had four classes 
of medical students in our medical 
schools, already a t some stage in 
the progress of their education. 
The Arm y and N av y v ery wisely 
exempted these people from the 
d ra ft, allowed them to finish their

education and ta ’.e their hospital 
interne-hip. New freshm an classes 
were enrolled in the Fail of 1941 
and when the tem po of medical 
education was changed, we en­ 
rolled a class of freshm an students 
in the Spring of 1942.

These students are all “frozen” 
for m ilitary duty. Many of them 
are now in the serv ice, but at the 
present tim e there arc a num lxr 
of young men of d ra ft age who 
under norm al circum stances w ould 
study medicine, A g rea t many of 
these are afraid of the cry of 
“Flecker’’ if they go into medical 
study now because it moans they 
will be in civ ilian occupation for 
a t least fiv e years. Some of the 
more forw ard-looking medical col- I 
loges hav e already selected and 
frozen college students who will 
'enter medical school in the Spring 
of 1943 and 1944, but tha t still 
leav es a large group unprov ided 
for. 
* 
The problem is a v ery lerious 
se because it moans tha t possibly 
for sev eral years afte r 1918 medi­ 
cal schools will graduate a v ery 
much sm aller class of physicians 
and this, added to the shortage 
which already exists in m ilitary 
as well as civ ilian medical m an­ 
power, will be a serious hazard. 
It would be foolish to point o it 
this problem w ithout hav ing some 
suggestion as to how to deal w ith 
it and a fte r thinking it ov er, I 
hav e the following tentativ e plan 
to propose. 
In the first place, 
women should be encouraged as 
much as possible to study medi­ 
cine. 
In many school* a- much a 
5 
per cent of the student personnel 
is made up by women and there is 
no reason why this shouldn’t be 
increased to IO or 20 per cent. I 


believ e tile Surgeon General s Of­ 
fice. working with the American 
Medical A ssociation and the fac­ 
ulties of colleges, should select 
young men who hav e a natural 
bent tow ards medicine (fo r in­ 
stance, the sons of physicians) and 
designate them for medical tra in ­ 
ing. 
Should Hav e Uniforms 


A* -oon as the medical student 
if signed up by the Arm y or Nav y, 
he is giv en a commission in the 
Reserv e Corps. But I believ e tha t 
bo ides this, medical students Re­ 
lucted by the Surgeon G eneral’s 
Office should be put in uniform 
and giv en a rank and pay com­ 
m ensurate with their standing in 
school: for exam ple, the rank and 
pay of a priv ate in the first year, 
a corporal in the second year, a 
sergeant in the third year, a top 
sergeant in the Fenior year and a 
•ecortd lieutenant in the interne 
year. 
Tile uniform will protect them 
from the cry of “slacker’' and the 
pay w ill solv e a v ery serious prob­ 
lem that occurs to m any medical 
students: of working in their v a­ 
cations in order to pay their way 
through school. There are about 
20,000 medical students in the

in

States a t present so tha t this 
would not make a v ery serious 
assault on the T reasury.
